LIQUID OXYGEN 


It has long been known that liquid 
oxygen mixed with substances like 
cotton wool forms’ a! powerful explos- 
ive, but serious difficulties were en- 
countered in its practical use. A new 
method has now been discovered for 
handling this oxygen that makes it 
practical for commercial. 

Bags are filled with a special form 
of lampblack which are soaked in tho 
liquid oxygen for a few minutes just 
before they are required for use. 

If the bag is now lighted with ao 
match it will burn quietly and very 
slowly, but if detonated it explodes 
with the force of dynamite, and the 
cost is much less. 

Much less carbon monoxide is given 
off than by most other explosives, and

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MERCURY BICHLORIDE 


How to Prevent Accident by Mistak- 
Ing For Other Medicines 


—_— 


Various methods designed to pre- 
vent the mistaking of bichloride of 
mercury for medicine, or some other 
harmless substance, have been pro- 
posed with the idea of making it 
possible to use this deadly poison 
as an antiseptic without incurring 
any danger. Two of the latest of 
these are extremely simple but evi- 
dently effective. One method con- 
sists in stringing the tablets together 
and then bottling them in the usual 
manner. A tablet can only be detach- 
ed by cutting the string, and this 
apparently does away with all possi- 
bility of mistake. The other mothod 
is to incase the tablets in metal 
guards having sharp prings, so that 


{t is impossible to swallow them. The, 


tablet can be dissolved with the 
guard in place or can easily be re- 
moved from the guard. 


To Economize With Gas 


Always keep the main gas tap only 
half on. If it is turned on full the gas 
rushes through the pipes, and a great 
deal is wasted. 

It is a great mistake to believe 
that the higher the gas is turned on 
the greater the heat and the quicker 
the saucepan will boil. 

When the~whole of the sven js noi 
required, lower the “browner” or plain 
fron sheet half-way down, and use the 
lower half of the cooking. This wili 
use very little gas. 

Get a sheet of very thin iron the 
size of the top of the gas stove with 
narrow raised edges. Put this on the 
stove after lighting the largest burner, 
and several saucepans can be kept 
toiling with that sno ring.

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ANIMALS’ EYES 


Reason Why Some of Them Can Seo 
In the Dark 


It is commonly, supposed that cats 
and some other animals are gifted 
in a ,way that enables them to see 
in perfectly dark places where it is 
impossible for the human eye to dis- 
cern anything. This is only partly 
true, however. In a really dark room 
a@ cat can see no more than a human 
being. In semi-darkness, though, a 
cat can see more, because of a dis- 
tinctive difference in their eye for- 
mation. 

The eye of a normal person auto- 
matically adjusts itself, in the enlarg- 
ing and contracting of the pupil, to 
make it possible to see distinctly in 
different degrees of light. 

When we go from a darkened room 
out into a bright sunlight the eyes 
blink and squint until the pupils have 
contracted sufficiently to accommo- 
date the eyes to the quantity of light. 
And in going from the bright light 
into a darkened room, we cannot see 
clearly until the pupils have expanded 
to take in all the light possible. 

The advantage that cats and some 
animals have is that the pupils of 
their eyes are much larger and can 
expand so as to take in more light 
than the human eye. In places that 
inay seem quite dark to human beings 


‘there may be more light than can be 


taken in by the eyes of the animals, 
and this accounts for the superior gift 
with which they are credited. In an 
absolutely dark room the cat or any 
other animal has no advantage.

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of threo years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 
In certain’ districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home 
| stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 
Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homsestead patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may 
be obtained as soon as homestead 
patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
veside six months in each of threo 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erect a 
honpse worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may 
be substituted for cultivation under 
sertain conditions.

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RUSSIA A DEMOCRACY 
DESPITE HUN DECEITS 


English Writer Uncovers Germany's 
Claims of Being Bulwark Against 
Autocracy—Europe's Saviour 


One of the indirect results of the 
war has been the number of books 
published in England in defence of 
Russia. Stephen Graham, the Scotch- 
man who has traveled cier that great 
empire and mixed with :Ul elasses, is, 
perhaps, the most widely-known 
authority. upon this subject, but 
Charles Sarolea has attacked the prob- 
lem of Russia from a new angle. Ger- 
many has used as its ultimate defence 
the plea that she alone .s the barrier 
between Europe and the domination 
of the Slavs. She has created the 
popular idea of Russia as a land of 
startling contrasts—the Czar or one 
hand, the serf on the other; th- luxur- 
fous salons of Petrograd and the 
miserable hovels of the provinces; 
the aristocracy lolling in its fur- 
decked sleighs and the peasants 
drowning their sorrows in vodka—as 
an argument against any friendship 
with the great power of Eastern 
Europe. 

Czarism is Needed 


But Mr. Sarolea draws an entirely 
different picture. He sees in Russia 
the hope of democracy. He does not 
deny that autocracy exists, but he ex- 


necessity. For thousands of miles 
Russia is one vast plain; over it all 
prevails the force of nature revealed 
in her most malevolent aspect. For 


, relieve the monotony, and so there is 


“an essential democracy among those 


whom fate has decreed must live 
, there. But they have been face to 
‘face for centuries with the risk of 
Tartar invasions, and eso they have 
submitted in very fear of their lives 
to the central power of the Czar. But 
their local life has eyer preserved 
(true democracy, and in the “icir” and 
the ‘“zmetsyo” the peasants have kept 
unimpaired their free institutions. 


A Thinking, Living Power 


So, Mr. Sarolea says whatever may 
be the form’ of Government, there is 
a@ peculiar freedom in Russian thought. 
The language is so difficult that few 
foreigners can appreciate it. The 
stories that are told of the revolutions 
and the “Black Hundred” he pro- 
nounces ridiculous, and he declines to 
believe that the masses will ever be 
led by the handful of atheistic intel- 
lectuals who have posed as the lead- 
ers of reform. The Orthodox Church, 
he asserts, may be dead, but the 
; people themselves are intensely re- 
ligious and will work out their own 
salvation regardless of the obstacles 
placed intheir way. Mr. Sarolea sees 
'in Russia one of the revivifying forces 
of the mcdern world. The war of 1812, 
he declares, liberated Europe; the war 
of 1825 freed Greece; the war of 
1878 rescued Bulgaria, and so the war

In the latest Norwegian papers a 
most remarkable feature is the num- 
j ber of advertisements l.eralding the 
birth of Norse shipping companies, 
and appcaling for additional capital. 
These “fleets” comprise as a rule, 
one, two, or three steamers—seldom 
more—of small tonnage (1,000 to 
3,000) and. of ancient construction dat- 
ing back into the early eighties and 
late seventies. The majority of these 
venerable craft are British in ozigin, 
and prior to the war were probably 
sold as scrap iron for next to ncthing 
to some humble Norse merchant or 
port, official. Now, however, with the 
prevalent high freights, these “dug- 
outs” are proving gold inines to the 
purchaser and to the enterprising war 
partner who has_ paid for the re- 
decoration and new engines.

NOT LIKE BOER WAR 


Wounds More Quickly infected and 
With More Tearing 

Sir Anthony Bowlby, Surgeon-in- 
Ordinary to King George, has been 
rawing some interesting comparisons 
etween the present campaign an] the 
one in South Africa. In the South 
Africa War wounds were not so se- 
vere, and there ‘was less smashing 
than in the present campaign. There 
bullets had frequently travelled for 
more than half a mile .nd lost much 
of their velocity, whereas in the pre- 
sent war the. bullet oniy travelled a 
few yards. The ordinary bullet 
wound of the South African War was 
quite small, as though it had been 
made with a bradawl. In the present 
war there was much more tearing of 
the tissues, and one thing that has 
struck Sir Anthony is the extreme 
rapidity with which wounds become 
infected. 


War Decorations For Women 


Foreign countries are most prodigal 
of feminine decorations. There are in 
all twenty foreign Orders, and it is 
sald that Spain was the first country 
to honor the gentler sex by including 
them in Orders of chivalry. The Le- 
gion of Honor, which has been pinned 
to not a few feminine breasts in the 
present war, the Russian Order of St. 
Catherine, and the Austrian Star Cross 
are a few of the greater Orders which 
can be accorded to women. In no 
country does the decoration bestowed 
on a woman carry any title, as in the 
case of a masculine knighthood, but 
in several countries certain female 
decorations bestow a cort of status 
equivalent to-rank in the army.

HEALTH DEPENDS ON 
WHAT YOU WON'T DO 


Problem of the Many Men Who Drop 
Out After 40 Years of Age 
is Increasing 

Workers general!y do not pay much 
attention to their health until they 
find it is impaired. They do not pay 
enough attention to prevention. Dr. 
Henry B. Favill, in an address be- 
fore a Chamber of Commerce in a 
large western city said: “Anyone of 
you men has a hundred friends in 
society that you are moving along 
with side by side, doing your work, 
associating back and forth, and so 
far as you know all of them are well. 
Along somewhere between 20 and 30 
some of those hundred wiil drop out. 
There will be others dropping out be- 
tween 30 and ‘0 and between 40 and 
50 and between 50 and 60 and by the 
time you have got along to 60 years 
of age you will find that the men who 
are left in that original group of 100, 
who are men of strength and capable 
are very few. 

“Along from 40 to 50 and 55 you 
will find that a very large number of 
men are falling by the way by reason 
of things that are easily understood— 
after it is too late. Men who develop 
heart diseuse, kidney and liver dis- 
ease and things of that kind. We find 
that we have at that time of life what 
are called degenerative diseases, dis- 
eases in which the vital organs have 
gone to pieces one way or the other 
from various causes. 

“The point I want to make about 
those diseases is this: By the time 
these degenerations have been so es- 
tablished that anybody knows they are 
there and they can be given a name 
and treated as a disease, by that time 
it is too late. Oh, yes, you can patch 
it along, you can temporize, yor. can 
adjust, you can do all sorts of limita- 
tion things, but it is too late to do 
much about that class of disease and 
that is the class of disease with 
which we as physicians are dealing 
with all the time and in increasing 
numbers along in those two decades 
of life. 

“The question of maintaining health 
is very largely a question of what you 
won't do, not a question of what you 
do. It is purely a question of self- 
discipline. Purely a question of first 
seeing what to do and then having 
the courage to do it.” 


CHEMICALS: FOR POULTRY 


Charcoal, 


Ammonia and Sulphur— 
How to Use Them 

Sulphur is a medicine and not a 
food. While it is true that it is found 
in small quantities in almost all 
grains and other articles of poultry 
diet, it is not true that it is a food 
and that it should be fed indiscrimin- 
ately. The sulphur that is found in 
grain is usually combined with some 
other substance to counterbalance it. 
There are times when it may be fed 
to fowls, but care must be taken. 
It should never be fed during wet 
weather, as it is Hable to cause rheu- 
matism or a stiffness of the joints. 
It is a sort of a blood purifier, will 
arrest disease, and sometimes in- 
vigorates a run-down system. A tea 
spoonful once a week, in soft food 
for twenty hens, will do no harm 
and even this amount should be fed 
in dry weather. It is better to be 
withheld from chicks until they are 
at least three months old. 

Charcoal consists almost entirely of 
carbon, and is prepared by heating 
wood so as to expel all the gaseous 
matter it contains. Ammonia is a 
gaseous compound-alkaline like potas- 
sa, and is often termed spirits of 
hartshorn. If charcoal has been pro- 
perly treated it would be next to im- 
possible for it ty. contain enough am- 
monia to injure animal life. Any im- 
purities charcoal might contain would 
be more likely absorbed through at- 
mospheric conditions, There need be 
no hesitancy in using any charcoal 
which is clean and free from dust.

Germans Are 
Beaten Off 


Take Offensive in German East 
Africa But Fail in Attack 


London, May 1+. — The German 
orces in German East Africa have 
been on the offensive against the Bri- 
tish expeditionary forces under Cen. 
Smutz, but according to an ollicial 
statement issued last night, wh Ger- 
nan attacks were beaten off, the at- 
tacking forces losing heavily. he ol- 
ficial statement says: 

‘“‘Telegraphing on May 12; Licut.- 
Gen, Smutz reports that the enemy, 
having effected a concentration of 
troops under the personal command 
of Col. Von Lottow-Verbeck (vom- 
mander of the German imperial 
troops in German East Africa) in the 
vicinity of Kilamatinde, made a con- 
siderable display of activity in the 
direction of Kondoa Irangi sinee May 
3. An attack at the latter place, pre- 
ceded by a heavy bombardment, was 
attempted during the night of May 
9-10, and was driven off with severe 
losses. 

“The enemy persisted in his offen- 
sive during the tenth and eleventh, 
and after sunset on the latter day 
made a determined effort against the 
British left flank, which was repuls- 
ed. During the 12th there were no 
enemy attacks, Our losses were in- 
considerable. 

“A report received, but not con- 
firmed, is that Belgian forees in 
Ruinda have penetrated to Kigali, ai 
ter encountering slight opposition.”

Liquor Bill 


Ottawa, May 11.—In senate to-day, 
Senator Davis, on motion for third 
eading of the government’s bill to 
make provincial prohibition legisla- 
tion effective, offered an amendment. 
The amendment made _ it a penalty 
for a brewer or a distiller to make 
intoxicating beverages or a distiller 
to make intoxicating beverages in 
any province which has enacted pro- 
hibitory legislation. He said only 
this would make provincial legisla- 
tion effective. There was no use pro- 
hibiting the sale of liquor if its man- 
ufacture was not also forbidden. 

Hlon. Mr. Lougheed said each prov- 
ince now had the authority to forbid 
brewing and distilling within its 
oundaries. Senator avis said 
there was no call for the bill at all 
then. Hon. Mr. Lougheed said the 
purpose of the bill was to protect a 
province, which had, declared for pro- 
hibition from provinces which had 
not. 

The amendment was defeated by 
31 to 15 and the bill was given third 
reading. 

The speaker ruled against the con- 
tention of Honorable Mr. Lougheed 
that St. Peter’s Indian Reserve bill 
was a money bill and could not — be 
amended by the senate.

THE POWER OF SLEEP 


Robert Watson, M.D., writes! “I may 
begin with a rem made by Glad- 
stone towards the end of his career, 
‘I am losing,’ be said, “the only really 
great gift I ever possessed—the powep 
of sleep.’ Gladstone, who knew how 
brain and nerves could be worried 
and wrought, appreciated what sleop 
did for him. Using the most wonder: 
ful instrument in the world in a way 
that taxed its capabilities and endur 
ance to the utmost, and moving from 
crisis to crisis in a full life with no 
opportunity or desire to evade these 
testing times, he could measure and 
appreciate the value of sleep. 

Smaller men, less tried by circum- 
stances, might never discover the ex- 
tent of this boon. But all of us ought 
to know it, and one of the prime es- 
sentials in a seasoned physical culture 
is to manage this daily business of 
sleep in a way to secure all the profit 
that are ours by right. Too often we 
act as if we did not understand what 
sleep was—shove it off until there 
seems no longer any excuse for re- 
maining awake, and then take it 
stupidly, brutishly, unprofitably save 
in the barest sense—and all just be- 
cause we failed to realize that there 
is an actual pleasure in sleep.

VALUE OF COW TESTS 


| Milking Records Enabled Farmers ta 


Increase Their Profits 

One of the most difficult things to 
comprehend to-day is, that it is the 
amount of clear money, over and 
above the cost of feed, that deter. 
mines what each and every cow ig 
worth. Not what gross returng she 
makes. It is only when we begin to 
test systematically that we realize 
this. A farmer in Oxford torntry, 
in 1906 had a herd of cows ‘producing 
about 5,000 pounds per cow. In four 
years, by selecting his best producerg, 
and breeding from them, using gaod. 
bulls, he iaised the average produc. 
tion of his herd of 70 cows over 1,600) 
pounds per cow. Twenty of these 
produced over 8,000 paunds. And 
he hoped in a couple of years more 
to raise the average of his whole herd 
to 8,000 pounds, which he hag since 
accomplished. Most of this work was 
on grade Cows, attained by keeping 
records and by weighing the milk only 
three times per month. Of course, 
he fed generously, but it does not mat: 
ter if our cows do consume a little 
more feed, if they give in turn a 
greater net profit. Another man in 
Wentworth County graded up his herd 
until it is now producing nearly 7,000 
pounds per cow. These are only twa 
instances. There are dozen#of them, 
but there are not nearly enough. They 
demonstrate, however, that this thing 
can be done. 


When Fowl Lose Weight 

Experiments show that the loss in 
weight by killing and dressing show. 
ing that the total loss in weight of 
chickens starved for 36 hours, pre 
pared for market by having their 
necks broken, dry plucked and not 
bled nor drawn, was 20 per cent. of 
the live weight. When the chickens 
were prepared for the oven there was 
an average loss of 33 1-3 per cent. 
Fifty-four per cent. of the live weight 
of the chicken was the drawn weight. 
Birds that weighed alive five pounds 
eight ounces, weighed when prepared 
for the oven two pounds fifteen

Big crops of wheat and coarse 
grains, at high prices; herds of beef 
eattle with live steers ranging up to 
$7.50 per hundredweight; hogs at 
from ten to cleven cents a pound, 
butter, cheese, milk and cream pro- 
ducts constantly mountin., more 
farming and better farming, bigger 
crops and bigger prices—these in 
themselves are sufficient to explain 
‘Alberta’s prosperity. But the great 
headway the province is making is 
better understood by making some 
simple comparisons and drawing a 
few conclusions, 

In 1905—ten years before last sea- 
son’s crop—Alberta produced a total 
of 1,617,505 bushels of spring wheat, 
an average of a trifle under 214 bush- 
els per acre. The winter wheat crop 
the same year was less than 700,000- 


‘bushels, and the total wheat crop a- 


bout 2,200,000 bushels. In 1915 the 
same province produced a wheat crop 
of 51,355,000 bushels, and the aver- 
age wheat yield was almost 33 bush- 
els to the acre, according to the Do- 
minion Government Teturns. In the 
diagram below, the rule A shows Al- 
berta’s wheat crop in 1905 and the 
rule B shows the comparative — size 
of the 1915 wheat crop, A—1905.

Almost equally remarkable has been 
the development of other grain crops. 
In 1905 the oat crop was 
bushels; in 1915, 107,741,000 bushels. 
Barley in the same period has in- 
ereased from 1,775,000 bushels to al- 
most 7,000,000 bushels, and flax from 
8,337 bushels to 1,124,000. Taking 
these four principal cereals the table 
below again shows the comparison: 
A—1905 crop; 13,483,337 bushels 


B—1915 crop; 167,220,000 bushels.

But these figures do not tell the 
whole story of crop production, by 
any means. Not only has Alberta de- 
monstrated within the last. ten years 
that she can grow crops of wheat, 
oats, barley and flax unsurpassed on 
the continent, but she has also found 
that she can grow other crops which 
were not attempted ten years ago, or, 
which were grown in such small quan 
tities that they did- not figure in the 
returns. Among these may he men- 
tioned rye, which last year amount- 
ed to 463,000. bushels, and alfalfa, 
(grown in the irrigated districts), to- 
talling in 1915 over 34,000 tons. 
Other crons of importance were : po- 
tatoes, 
other root crops, 1,356,000 bushels; 
mixed grains, 67,000 bushels; fodder 
corn, 5,700 tons; hay and clover, 311, 
000 tons.
